Outcome of Affair Is Friction 
Between the Two Govern- 
ments. 




Port of Spain. Trinidad. Oct. 10.— Tho 
British Royal mail steamer Eden, ar- 
rived hero today from Liiguairii, Vene- 
zuela, ami (brought the following reliable 
story : 

lLast 'Sunday night about 50 sailors 
from the German cruiser Vineta bit- 
came engaged in a street row at Poftu 
Cabello with the local populace. Police 
iu civilian clothes interfered, siding with 
the inhabitants, and th'j tight became 
general, the Germans making their way 
towards the wharf, where they boarded 
the German steamer Valesia, moored at 
that place. 

In the meantime, two petty olllcers of 
the Vineta, who were entirely sober, and 
who were wailing at the wharf to take 
the Vineta's boat, were attached by the 
police. They resisted and the police 
wounded them both badly with their 
swords. All the Germans ashore were 
unarmed. Tho wounded petty olllcers 
were carried on board the Valesia by 
members of the Valesin's crew, the 
populace and police still attacking them 
with stones and sticks. 

The mob then tried to .hoard the 
Valesia, but were prevented from so tid- 
ing by tlie captain and crew of that 
vessel. 

In t ho meanwhile tho captain of the 
Valesia had signalled to the Vineta, 
which was in the harbor, the perilous 
situation of the Germans and the Vineta 
sent a boat load id' 30 armed men to 
tho Valesia, which they boarded by 
the side opposite the wharf, not stand- 
ing on Venezuelan soil the mob estimated 
to number 1,200 persons, was still act- 
g in a threatening manner and having 
■ed a few shots, the commander of 
the Vineta's boat nrdt..-«4 his men to 
perform the motions of loading, but not 
to put cartridges into their rifles. Hear- 
ing rattle' of the (breaches of the wea- 
pons, tlie, mob disappeared rapidly in all 
directions. Considerable excitement pre- 
vailed tit Porto Cabello when the Eden 
sailed. 

It is said that the Venezuelan govern- 
ment is putting the blame for the af- 
fair upon tin Germans, and has request- 
ed the German minister to apologize for 
the sailors' conduct- It is believed nt 
Caracas that the German minister in- 
tends to ask Venezuela to apologize. 

The British steamer Barbadian today 
brought further refugees from Colon, 
Colombia. They say the situation there, 
is still serious, that trade i- entirely crip- 
pled an I thai they left ( "olon in order 
to avoid compulsory military service. 
They add that a couple of days ago the 
rebels commenced to attack :i town ear 
Cidon, but desisted. Wing to an order 
from the commander "f the United 
States gunboat Mnchias. Another at- 
tack on Hocus del Ton. is feared. 

READY TO SETTLE. 
Caracas, Venezuela. Oft. in. — The cor- 
respondent of the Associated Piv.ss is 
enabled to say upon excellent grounds, 
that the idea of a peaceful, friendly, 
satisfactory and conclusive arrangement 
between Venezuela .and Colombia of tlie 
I existing troubles is not repulsive nor 
foreign to Venezuela, it being always 
understood that Venezuela's national

The Case Against Rogers and 
Dcsplain Being Heard at 
Vancouver Assizes.

Vancouver, 15. C, Oct. 10.— The .Tap- 
nuesc marooning case, in which Rogers 
and Desplain are charged with being two 
of a party of :>() or -J') white fishermen, 
who kidnapped nine Japanese fishermen 
during the strike on the Eraser river, 
and marooned them on Bowen island, 
proceeded all day today before Mr. Jus- 
tice Drake.

J. P. Babcock Appointed by Pro. 
vincial Government as Fish- 
eries' Commissioner. 



Eminent Authority Who Has Care- 
fully Studied Fish of 
This Coast. 



Will Make Exhaustive Enquiry 
Into Methods of Propo- 
gation and Protecton. 



MONTREAL LEGAL FIGHT. 

Police Magistrate Let the Lawyers Set- 
tle With Lists. 

Montreal. Oct. ]().-The polic uirl 

yesterday witnessed a lively scene. A 
lawyer named Desrosiers objected to 
•fyling an exhibit, and when pressed to 
do so by his opponent. Lafortune, tore it 
up. pLafortujie attacked Desrosiers. and 
the men were separated. Talk still con- 
tinued, and finally Lafortune again went 
at Desrosiers, saying: "This is where 
you get it good." Judge Lafontaine in- 
tercepted the olllcers, who would separ- 
ate the lighting men saying: "Let them 
light it out this time."

MR. BRODRIOK DECLINES. 

Savs Offer to Raise Fresh Troops Is Not 
Needed? 

London. Oct. 10. — The secretary for 
war, Mr. Brodrick, replying to Sir Chits- 
Howard Vincent's offer to raise fresh 
troops or do anything else to assist the 
government, declines the proposal, and in 
doing so lengthily reviews the British 
position in South Africa, obviously in an- 
swer to the .persistent and searching 
criticisms of tlie opposition journals and 
members of parliament, that the govern- 
ment is languidly content to let the war 
drag on. 



With ;i view of preventing the deple- 
tion of the British Columbia salmon, 
rivers and otherwise advancing the in- 
terests of the salmon canning industry 
the provincial government has engaged 
a gentleman who has made a study of 
the salmon of the Pacific slope as fish 
commissioner. This gentleman is Mr. 
John 1'. Baibcock, until his appointment 
by the provincial government, chief de- 
puty of the California board of fish com- 
missioners, and an authority on salmon 
and other fish, he being one of those who 
so successfully restocked the Sacrameitai 
to river after it had been depleted. The 
appointment is the result of the repre- 
sentations made by tlie cnuners of the 
province, who in numerous interviews 
with the ministers asked that some- 
thillg he done by the government to pre- 
serve and foster the industry. Mr. Bab- 
cock will make tin exhaustive enquiry 
'into the habits of the salmon of the 
.British Columbia rivers, visiting for the 
purpose the spawning grounds and select- 
ing sites for any hatcheries that the 
government might decide to establish 
under the Fisheries act passed lit the 
lust session of the legislature. Under 
this act tlie government is authorized 
to place a tax on' the output of the 
canneries for the purpose of estnblish- 
ing hatcheries. This will not be the 
only phase of 'Mr. Babeoek's work, how- 
ever. He will enquire into all matters 
in connection with ' the propagation of 
the fish of the province, the 'best means 
of protecting them, and of advancing 
the canning industry. His work will in 
no wav interfere with the work of the 
Dominion government in connection 
with the fisheries, but on the other hand 
tlie' provincial government will work in 
harmonv with the Dominion authorities. 

'Mr. Ra'c^ock first entered the service 
of the California honrd of fish commis- 
sioners in April. 1S01. us n patrolman. 
In the ensuing venr his work bad made 
such an impression on the of/">rs of the 
board that h" was mad- ..chief of the 
patrolmen. iHe "-(is still further ad- 
vanced in the following vear to the of- 
fice of chief deputy, which oositio- he 
has held up to the present tine. Dur- 
ina the 10 years be b"s served th n com- 
mission its membership has chanced 
seven times. During the smp'> ««r'n(T 
three coventors hove bad inri«' , ictiou 
over the board. Mr. Babcock, although 
a Republican in politics, was not dis- 
turbed when Governor Budd, a Demo- 
crnt. was elected. 

The chief deputy of the bo.qv.l 'ts 
oxemti'-o officer. On him devolves the 
worl; of carrvlng out the orders of the 
members, who are usuallv chosen be- 
cause of th"ir fondness for fisbiu", shoot- 
inir nil'' other snorts of the field. 

Mr. P.alieoek is a recognized authority 
on th" propagation of salmon and trout, 
die planned the hatcheries nt Olema. 
Marin county. Wnwrtnn, Yosemite val- 
ley; -Eel river. Humboldt county, and' 
the immense salmon station at Battle 
creek. Tehama county. Th;s> is the lar- 
gest salmon station in the world. In 
IS'. IS, its third season, while still under 
the direction of Mr. Babcock. 48.500,000 
salmon eggs were hatched. This is the 
greatest number ever taken in one sea- 
son at one station. It was more than 
all the other hatcheries on the coast 
combined produced. Since Mr. Babcock: 
assumed charge as chief deputy there 
lias been hatched under tlie jurisdiction 
of the board 105,184,000 salmon and 31,- 
425,000 trout. These have all been dis- 
tributed in tlie public waters of the state 
to supply both sport and food for its 
people! 

IMr. Babcock framed and defender! at 
Sacramento the present California law 
for the protection of salmon. Under its 
beneficent workings tlie hatcheries are 
run to their full capacity, while tile catch 
has increased steadily. The Sacramen- 
to is the great salmon river of Califor- 
nia. It is also a profitable field for 
the fishermen, us their catch is marketed 
at once at good prices, and not canned, 
as is the practice elsewhere. 

Referring to the resignation of Mr. 
Babcock, the San Francisco Chronicle 
says: ".Mr. .Babeoek's efficiency and his 
devotion to bis work have added many 
millions of dollars to California's 
wealth, and his departure is regarded' 
as a distinct loss to the fishery interests; 
of California."

! sinned here today. Laura Jackson, 
formerly Ann O'Delin Hiss Debar, o? 
New York, made a strange appearance. 
-She wore in the dock the loose cream 
colored decolletto garment, resembling 
a surplice, over which was a pale fi.no 
silk robe, which she wore when remand- 
ed on September 20. 

Charles W. Mathewson, senior coun- 
sel to the treasury, represented the trea- 
sury. He detailed three charges against 
the prisoners, obtaining money under 
false pretences, procuring girls, and rape. 
The offences, said Mr. Matliewsiui, were 
committed by fraud unique in the an- 
nals of crime. The .Tacksons established 
a religious sect called "Ocroatic," claim- 
ed the attributes of Urine power, and 
induced girls lo misconduct themselves 
with the belief that it was a necessary 
part of their religious devotions. 

"Poverty, chastity and obedience" 
were the watchwords of the "Ocrentic" 
unity, which was also called Purity 
league. Chastity only applied to mar- 
ried people. 

Neophytes, joining tb« unity, were 
obliged to vow secrecy and profess belief 
in the divinity of the lionises, both of 
whom, said Sir. Mathewson, possessed 
mesmeric power, especially the latter. 
The latter frequently interrupted coun- 
sel with loud screams of "false."

who, the prosecutors say, is the oldest 
of the many victims of the lloroses, tes- 
tified in support of -Mr. Mathewson's 
statements.

The klap- 
myilse is of an extremely inquisitive dis- 
position; as soon lis il hears a strange 
sound, especially of "ibis kind, it im- 
mediately makes for the spot, and gener- 
ally comes up within ritle, sometimes 
gun-shot, range, and remains perfectly 
still, for some minutes, so that there is 
ample time lo take careful aim. All 
sudden movements are to lie avoided, as 
the seal is apt to go under; he comes up 
again, however, in all probability at 
about tho same spot. When a hunted 
lias made a 1 1 it he immediately pushes 
i"s knjnk into the water, rows with all 
his might towards the creature, and puts 
a harpoon into it; then he tows it to- 
wards his ice-lloe and hauls it up there- 
on. The wounds both from ball and 
harpoon are then stopped with wooden 
plugs, the forearms are tied together, 
nnd in the skin of the abdomen an in- 
vision is made, through which a ramrod 
is thrust several times in different direc- 
tions underneath the skin, and air is 
blown in until the creature resembles a 
sausage. The hole is then closed with a 
plug, the row-rope is made fast, and the 
seal rolled back into the water again, 
where it floats like a cork, and the hun- 
ter once, more takes up his position. A 
good "Fnnger" can, when the animals 
aro plentiful, often kill several in a day: 
from three to live is quite common, nnd 
sometimes as ninny ns eight or even ten 
are secured in this way.

The question of sending schooners to 
Cape Home, the Faulkland islandss and 
South Shetland*? has been oft spoken 
of by local sealing men. and again and 
again the conclusion has been reached 
that the time involved for the passage 
cither way, about a hundred days', and 
the risk attendant on the business are 
too great.

THE NEW DREDGER. 

Soon Powerful iMachine Will be Com- 
pleted at Westminster. 

According to the Westminster Colum- 
bian the big dredger Jcdward VII. is 
rapidly being completed. The Columbian 
of Wednesday says: 

With the assistance of the snag bout 
Samson, Capt. DoBeck, the second huge 
spud anchor was safely shipped on the 
new dredge. It was quite a feat, an 1 
would have been completed yesterday 
but for the fact that a heavy wharf 
timber to which one of. the guy ropi s 
was attached, gave way. However, by 
!) o'clock this morning the job was com- 
pleted, and that without any mishap. 

The next and final piece of heavy lift- 
ing to be done will be tlie placing in 
position of the big derrick and the suc- 
tion pipe, which it supports, on the bow 
of tho dredge. But no trouble is an- 
ticipated, though in handling such largo 
and heavv articles the work is neees* 
sarily slow with the appliances at hand. 
The derrick or cram? is tlie same as just 
used from the wharf to hoist the spoil 
anchors and drop them perpendicularly 
into the boles left for them in Tie 
dredge. This will be placed at the bow 
of the dredge, on a revolving base, and 
the feet, being in suitable sockets, the 
great arm may be raised, lowered or 
swung in any direction desired 

The big iron suction pipe which tins 
arm moves is now lying on the C. P. ii. 
wharf, and is an interesting piece of the 
elaborate equipment of this most modern 
dredge. From the end which connects 
with the apparatus on the deck the in- 
terior view resembles a huge smooth bore 
cannon, but the other eifd, the business 
end, is more interesting, and would re- 
pay inspection. Here is fitted a revolv- 
ing wheel of oast steel, similar to the 
propeller on a tub boat, but having more 
flanges. These are for burrowing into 
and disintegrating the mud, snud, clay, 
etc., which is simultaneously passed into 
the mouth of the pipe, sucked up in the 
consistency of thick pea soup, and dis- 
charged through a flexible pipe supported 
by pontoons. The mud cutting wheel is 
so constructed that no stone can pass 
into the pipe .-which will not p*ass 
through, and a stone of considerable size 
can he picked off the bottom of tho river. 
40 feet below the surface, and ejected 
from the discharge pipe perhaps half a 
mile away, on shore. 

When the above pieces are in posi- 
tion it should not take very long to finish 
the work preparatory to placing the Ed- 
ward VII. in commission.

(jossip, for they took car.- that we hail 
all the latest news. On the grass lawn 
were disposed a covered American 
spring wagon, an ox wagon, a spring 
carl, a picket rope for horses, and, at a 

seemly distance, its door opening li] a 

fragrant tiiliboscll tree, the tent uf your 
humble servant and the companions 
who shared his wanderings. I must 
hasten to add that the cunning dis- 
played in these arrangements was not 
mine, ibut thait of my istable companion, 
who had acquired it iu the course of 
more than one military campaign. It 
was he who ordained that the fire- 
place .should be dug at the back of our 
tent, so that our dinner should not 
grow cold in its journey from the pot to 
the table; lie who conceived the bril- 
liant idea of setting the two wagons 
side by side and stretching our awning 
over ithem, so that the sun should not 
smite our servants by day, or the rain 
by night: he who dug cut inrsin A icn'ly 
at drainage channels to curry oil' tlie 
heavy rains, ami. xvlloii he wis tired, 
made his somewhat le-w enthusiastic 
body-servant finish the job. 

If you had been attracted by this snug 
scene, and it you had had a glimpse 
under the ouught-up back of the wagon 
into the glories of our pantry, with its 
neat rows of tins and 'bottles and dishes; 
if you had seen our white-coated cook 
busy over the glowjng ox-dung tile, you 
would p-rubably have looked into the 
temt and called upon us, and, I hope, 
stayed to lunch. In that case 1 should 
have had to sit on a biscuit box while 
you hlld the diminutive camji-.stuul and 
its few square inches of sitting accom- 
modation. And after lunch you would 
have been taken out. to see our horses 
when they came up from gra/.ing — 
Kruger, Cronje, Jess, Hobs, "the little 
mare," and — tin- Uglies. My most vivid 
memories of the Iloopstail road are cen- 
tred in the I'glies, two small, lean, 
elderly ponies who did heroes' work in 
the campaign. I never saw two more 
ill-tfavored brutes in my life; it was 
their duty to draw the light spring-cart 
that took us to our marketing in Hoshof, 
and they were so thin that .we blushed 
to sit ^behind them. When the short 
rations were unusually scanty, it -was 
the I'glies who had to go without any 
at all, and make their supper upon the 
sound of other horses' muncliing. 

Horses are thorough snobs, and the 
rest soon learned that they were more 
t.lmn a run a'bove the T^Iie-<, who wen' 
not suffered even to graze beside them, 
but were kicked and snapped out of tho 
way. Yes, it was you, poor despised 
I'glies, who faithfully carried the bag- 
gage thai meant health anil life to your 
owner on the weary march [to Uloeuu- 
fontcin; you who, when other horses 
sank down and died, still struggled 
bravely on, leaning upon each other 
when you could not otherwise stand up- 
right, and taking up the burden again 
unconiplainiiiffly when the morning whip 
cracked alter a night of frosty fasting! 
Step by stop, at the snail's pace of their 
eight small feet and their poor, light 
bodies, they dragged my effects for 
sonic three hundred and fifty miles. 
They were so ugly thai people used to 
laii'ja at them; they bad no pretty, en- 
dearing ways, as Hobs had. who used to 
t lii-iist lii~ bead under Ill.V arm ami beg 
for ibisruiits as we sat at a lamp-lit sup- 
per. They were bold, not because they 
wanted caresses, but <becauso Ithey want- 
ed food, ami they would 'push and hustle 
their ugly noses round a'boul the coin 
suck, until it hey were shown their place 
by a nip from one of the aristocrats. It 
comforts me now to (think that Tommy, 
the Katlir .servant, who .took care of me 
and the whole establishment, Tommy, 
the most expert groom in all Vrylburg, 
and the 'best servant in South Africa— 
thalt he was not deceived iby the low 
estate of these poor slaves, 'hut sanv 
through their apparent wretchedness to 
the rare virtues tilint shone- in their 
hearts. lit made no difference to them 
that they had not the wit. as the other 
horses bad, to make up .to him as the 
controller and Issuer of forage. Tommy 
infused to see any difference between 
them ami the fleet, clean-li'inlhi'd Bobs. 
Really he loved Hobs, who iliad the 
ways of a friendly dog, .but be also 
loved tlhe poor, dos-pisod I'glies. For 
the senior and uglier of the TJfflies he 
had, indeed, a real affection, and many 
a mile did lie walk to get an extra wisp 
of hay or handful of corn for his ill- 
favored friend. By him the dusty coats 
of the Uglies were groomed as though 
tilioy iwere Ithe coats of park hacks; by 
him itlbeir rotten harness was washed 
anid polished; from his bed a blanket 
was .taken to cover one of them; ho 
shamed me into contributing a covering 
for the other, and he sat up late ninny 
a night mending the straps of their 
harness or their nosebags.

PROGRESSIVE JAPAN. 

What la Belnc Done In Steel Making and 
Naval Construction. 

From Engineering. 

From the newspapers received from 
Japan, we learn thai .Mr. Wlldn, Hie illrei-l- 
1 or of the Imperial Steel works, at Wiiku- 
I luutsu, entertained to dinner. In the linpor- 
I tal hotel. Tokyo, the members "f tho Jap- 
anese government mid the representatives 
■ of tlie foreign powers in Japan, and several 
others who had assisted, either directly or 
Indirectly, in founding the works, for the 
| purpose of lufomiluir them regarding the 
I progress whh-h had been made, and the 
| Immediate prospects of the undertaking. 
I I'hc works were commenced in April, 18UU, 
I ami in February of this year they made a 
partial start with the manufacture of pig 
I Iron, ami iu .May they made a beginning 
with the manufacture of Sirmen's steel to 
the a mull nt of about 40 tons per day. At 
I the end of June two of Hie live rolling mill 
plains Inn In- been completed, a beginning 
was made In the production of medium 
land small rails and pfalrs. The rest, of 
the plant is expected to be completed In- 
itio cud of September, and the manufacture 
of large rails and other heavy materials 
Wll! be started nl once. At flrst some uc- 
lehlents occurred In the working, arising 
from the want of experience of those lu 
I charge, bul now everything Is going on 
smoothly, and pig iron was being turned 
out to the extent of Km) tons tier day, the 
ore used being that obtained nt Kiunalshl, 
Mlmasakii and Tuva lOIilna.l In fact, the 
works have been so placed Unit the mineral 
resources of China are as available as those 
of Japan, and already the Japanese obtain 
considerable supplies of Iron ore from 
China. Their ambition evidently Is to sup- 
ply not only their own wants, but also 
those of the Chinese. ^So far. the experi- 
ments at WnkamutBU have proved the effi- 
ciency of the works: and the director Is 
confident that 110,0(10 or 100.000 tons of 
steel can be produced In a year when all 
arrangements have been completed and op- 
eriitlons are carried out to the full extent. 
Moreover, ho believed that In a compar- 
atively short time a good profit would be 
realized which would give an ample return 
on the capital Invested. The failure of 
contractors to finish their work within the 
stipulated time had constituted a serious 
drawback In mnlolng the preliminary ar- 
rangements of the works, but with patience 
the most of the difficulties had been over- 
come. In connection with steel making In 
Japan It Is Interesting to note that It Is 
stated, on what seems to be good authority, 
that the jepeneso government Is about to 
launch a scheme of naval development 
which will exceed that of 1HP0, which 
brought a considerable number of orders 
for warships to this country. It Is under- 
stood, however, that It Is the ambition of 
the government that all the shins embraced 
In the new scheme shall be built In the gov- 
ernment or private yards In Japan, and 
some of the works are being extended In 
view of the orders which arc expected. The 
steel works also are to be developed so that 
thev may undertake the production of 
nrnior plates, but it. must take a consid- 
erable time before they can hope to succeed 
with the heaviest class of armor plates. 
The reason for tho new naval programme 
Is not onlv to wish to encourage the manu- 
facture of steel lu Japan, but also to show- 
Russia that Japan Is determined to keep 
herself In a position to bold her own should 
a crisis take place In affairs Iu the Far 
East.

Now avo 
claim that there is not a man in Brit- 
ish Columbia, in or out of politics, whose 
personality would constitute si proper is- 
mie for the electorate to pronounce upon. 
We have plenty of excellent men, but 
not one who is so conspicuously identi- 
fied with the great questions involved 
in provincial development that his candi- 
dature would stand for any special ma- 
terial issue- We submit thai the proper 
course is for Mr. Dunsinuir. to decide 
upon a definite line of policy, give it to 
the people nt the Victoria or any other 
by-election that may be held, present it 
to the house and, if ho is defeated upon 
it, pass a redistribution bill, if the legis- 
lature will agree to one. dissolve the 
house and go to the country. This is 
the true and .statesmanlike course. It 
•will subordinate nil personal issues, 
which cannot, of course, be absolutely 
eliminated from polities, for the person- 
al equation founts for something even 
in selling peanuts, and it will compel 
those who oppose the government to 
formulate what they think is a better 
policy than that which the government 
shall [invent. The plan favored by our 
contemporary means simply tho inau- 
guration Of political chaos, the perpetu- 
ation of uncertainty and the postpone- 
ment of useful legislation to an indefin- 
ite date. 



less piece of legislation, for the same 
results could have beea reached in an- 
other way. gave confidence a severe 
shock. Tho Rossiand strike did its 
share of harm. All those tilings hurt 
the mining industry. We do not pre- 
tend to be able to say Just what ought 
to he done, or to specify what complaints 
tire based in reason or how the law can 
be changed so as to beget confidence. 
We tit) not wish to be understood as hav- 
ing no suggestions to offer; our present 
purpose is not to offer suggestions, but 
only to draw attention to the facts. It 
is clearly the duty of the government 
to take up this subject and deal \v:th it 
in ti manner that will, if possible, re- 
move all just cause of complaint and 
put conditions on n permanent basis. A 
bona title effort was made Inst session to 
get the mining laws into good .shape, 
and n very substantial improvement was 
made. If more is necessary, more should 
be done, and done promptly. This is one 
of the subjects pressing um ^.vn.aiuerntioo, 
ami it ought to be dead v»KU With tno 
least possible delay. 

The transportation question is one 
upon which there has been a great dis- 
appointment. The year has so far been, 
and is likely to continue, barren of 're- 
sults in this direction. We submit to 
the government that this is one of the 
reasons why the tone of business is not 
more satisfactory. Men cannot be said 
to have lost what they never had, but 
it is almost as bail to be disappointed in 
getting what one expected, and that is 
the exact condition of things in regard 
to new transportation projects. If the 
plans to forward which the Premier 
weal to Ottawa last winter could have 
been carried into effect, the whole prov- 
inve would have received an impetus. 
It is not necessary to inquire now why 
thoy diil not come into effect. To do so 
Would be to invite debate upon a worn- 
out otibject. We speak of the matter in 
oro,, In iinpftTv, upon the government 
the absolute necessity of endeavoring to 
meet the reasonable expectations of the 
people in these matters. 

A third reason why business is not as 
good as it might be is to he found in the 
fact that the northern trade, from 
which so much was expected, is pass- 
ing into other hands than those of Brit- 
ish 'Columbians, We do nut know that 
there is anything which cither the local 
or tin' federal government can do to pre- 
vent this. Roth governments co-operat- 
ed in providing for the assay ami pur- 
chase of gold at Victoria and Vancouver, 
ami this has done some good. Il is yet 
too soon to enjoy the full benefit of this 
action. Whether anything more can be 
done, we do not know, hut as the first 
step towards henling a patient is to 
diagnose the disease, we will content 
ourselves with pointing out what we 
think the trouble is. 

Doubtless there are other things that 
ought to be taken 'into account, but we 
shall content ourselves with a reference 
to these this morning. Possibly some 
of our contemporaries will favor us with 
their views on them. A small minority 
kind are what the mass of the peo- 
ple ate thinking about. A small minority 
devote their consideration almost ex- 
clusively to politics, but we are satisfied 
that nine out of ten are chietiy concern- 
ed about those things which will pro- 
mote the material welfare of the prov- 
ince. 



The Times has a correspondent; who 
thinks Mr. Duusiuuir cannot have ac- 
cepted the premiership with reluctance, 
because he did not consult the people 
upon whoso support he counted. Like a 
good many things we read nowadays, 
this is an illustration of how far astray 
people get when they express themselves 
upon constitutional procedure. There is 
an advantage in doing so under an as- 
sumed name, because 'no personal re- 
sponsibility attaches to the individual. 
As a rule we do not care to pay any at- 
tention to .anonymous letters, but as 
this correspondent's proposition lias no 
personal bearing, and is confined tn a 
purely public matter, we may remind 
him that it is not usually the practice 
for persons who arc offered the premier- 
ship to consult the members of the house 
before accepting it. The Crown must 
have an adviser, ami when one goes out 
another must come in as soon as the 
transfer tan be made. When i.ieutt'nant- 
( inventor iMelnnes dismissed -Mr. Tur- 
ner he forthwith called in Mr. Heaven, 
wlio accepted the responsibility and en- 
deavored to form :l cabinet. lie did not 
succeed as well as he wished, and hand- 
ed his resignation to the Lieutenant- 
Governor. When Mr. Martin resigned 
Mr. Dunsmnir was called in. He ac- 
cepted the responsibility of forming a 
ministry and succeeded, and therefore 
remained in. -Mr. Heaven took the ab- 
solutely correct constitutional course, 
and the only difference between what 
he did and what Mr. Dunsinuir did con- 
sists in the fact that the latter succeed- 
ed in forming a cabinet, while Mr, 

Heaven did not. The same corres] - 

dent says that the Colonist says that 
Mi-. Dunsinuir should pay no attention 
to the representatives of the people. If 
the Times' correspondent, or any other 
living creature, can find in the Colonist 

anything which by the most ingenious 
perversion of language can be made to 
convey such, an idea, we will print in 
double-leaded lines the fullest confes- 
sion of the fact. lint it is no! there, nor 
is there anything like it anywhere in 
this paper from the .lay Mr. Dtinsntuli 
took office until this moment.

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BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

It would be unreasonable to ask peo- 
ple to believe that times are as pros- 
perous in this province as the people 
would like t'hem to be, and it may be ,,f 
some advantage to discuss a few of the 
probable reasons for this state of things. 
The chief industry of British Columbia 
is mining. At least that is the industry 
which has the most rlirecl effect upon the

so many localities. Bill more might be 
done, and it would be interesting to as- 
certain if possible why more is not be- 
ing done.

Atlin, ami have since had new evidence 
upon the point. One exceedingly prom- 
tising proposition was turned down, after 
it has been approved of. by Philadelphia 
•capitalists, on the ground that the con- 
ditions surrounding mining in Atlin ami 
in polities u'nd legislation in the prov- 
ince generally, are loo unsettled. They 
preferred to use their money where con- 
ditions were more satisfactory, even if 
the chance of profit was not so bright. 
A .short time ago the Mining Association 
put out its memorial, to which two of 
the then ministers replied.

Now she is the head of a society 
called the "Ooreatic." and claims to en- 
joy divine power. .V few years ago 
there was in Boston and New York nt 
different times a woman banker, who 
called herself Mrs. Howe. She got 
money out of women by thousands 'if 
dollars by promises that ought not to 
have deceived an infant. Mm. Howe 
was a remarkably handsome woman, 
wherein she differs from the Diss Debar 
woman, who is the personification of 
coarseness in appearance. Mrs. Howe 
— she hail .a dozen other names — was a 
Canadian. She was tall, beautifully 
formed and hail regal manners. She 
deceived prominent business men by 
her charming manner, and even after 
being sent to prison, was aide to con- 
vince a new lot of victims that she was 
a much-abused woman, and once more 
proceeded to gather in their sheckels. 
The profits which she promised her 
clients were so enormous that it is dif- 
ficult to understand how she could have 
mentioned them without laughing. She 
trusted solely to her delightful manner 
and her absolute audacity. In Seattle a 
few years ago an exceedingly fine look- 
ing jonng lady tooled high society, of a 
large section of it, to the ton of her 
bent. She was nil absolute fraud, but 
peopie, who claim to have cut their eye 
teeth at so early an age that they never 
were immature, were taken in by her 
with the greatest ease. In the same 
city an alleged Iiussian baron got bank- 
ers to cash his checks on tho faith of a 
cock-and-bull story about a Siberian 
railway.

New Organ 



Large Congregation Takes Part 
in Impressive Service at 
St. Saviour's. 



Venerable Archdeacon Scriven 
Consecrates the Recently 
Installed Pipe Organ. 



The new pipe organ built for St. 
Saviour's church, Victoria West, by Al- 
bert Tense, of the Stoke Newiugton Or- 
gan Works, was dedicated last night by 
Archdeacon Scriven, assisted by Kev. W. 
1). Barber, rector o£ St. Saviour's 
church; ltev. J. H. S. Sweet, of St. 
James' church; Kev. Mr. Grundy, ot 
fct. Mark's church, and Rev. Mr. 
Bourne, H. N.< chaplain of 11. M. S- 
Wnrspite. The pretty Victoria West 
church was crowded to the doors, so 
large was the congregation which at- 
tended to take part in the interesting 
services connected with the dedication 
of the splendid organ, an illustration of 
which appeared in the Colonist yester- 
day. 

The church was prettily decorated for 
the. harvest services, which were held in 
conjunction' with thc~dedleation services, 
and over the chance! ;».-d on every win- 
dow and every vantage point, fruits and 
the yield of the fields were used artisti- 
cally to decorate the sacred edilice. Mr. 
A. Longlicld, V. V. M. C„ had taken his 
seat beside the silent organ nnd the 
worshippers tilled the pews and extra 
seals, when Archdeacon Scriven enter- 
ed the church, followed by Kev. Mr. 
Barber, the rector, nnd the other clergy- 
men taking pari in the ceremony. Ad- 
vancing up the main aisle to the organ 
with its 510 pipes, from which was to 
How the melodious and harmonious 
.sounds to lead the songs of praise, the 
-procession of white-robed clergymen 
halted, nnd the fine instrument was then 
dedicated to the service of God with 
prayer by Von. Archdeacon Scriven. 
The dedication completed, the several 
clergymen proceeded to the chancel, ami 
after a hymn had been sung and Psalms 
fly and 150 chanted, the lesson of the 
day was rend by Kev. Mr. Sweet. The 
Nuno Dimittis followed, and then the 
choir, Jead by the fine toned organ, snug 
the anthem by T. Smith, "Thou Crown- 
est the Year," A hymn followed and 
the Archdeacon then advanced t'j the 
pulpit nnd, after reading a portion of 
the 147th Psalm, he delivered an ad- 
dress in which lie dwelt upon .the need 
of giving praise to the Lord for the gifts 
of the harvest. To some, he snid, the 
fact that they were called together year 
after year to sing the same hymns of 
praise and thankfulness, hear the same 
sermons, might become monotonous, but 
it should not be no. Special hymns, spe- 
cial songs and special sermons should 
not be needed to stir the hearts to thank- 
fulness, for there should be an ovcrflow- 
'ing of thankfulness for the gifts of the 
harvest and other good things which 
come from the Lord. The dedication of 
such a line instrument to lead the songs 
of praise was a good occasion for thanks- 
giving. It was a sign of progress in the 
church, a sign that the church and con- 
gregation were growing when they were 
no longer content with nothing less than 
a pipe organ. In this new organ the 
congregation had an instrument worthy 
to lend their praises, and they had dedi- 
cated it to God and asked Him to accept 
it at their hands and permit it to be used 
for His purpose and for His glory, una 
in no purpose less than that should a 
church organ be used, or a church choir 
give their services-. To the organ and 
to the choir lead by it the congregation 
owe much for the beauty, impressive- 
ness and uplifting nature of the ser- 
vices. Concluding, the reverend speaker 
snid: '"May God bless this instrument, 
bless those who play upon it, those ivttu 
■will he guided in their singing by it " 

A hymn followed flu? address, an 1 af- 
ter prayers had been said, the organ re- 
cital was commenced. Mr. Cave, who 
was to have rendered a tenor solo, was, 
because of bereavement in his family, 
unable to attend, and Mr. Calvert sang 
in his stead. The first; number given was 
an organ solo by Mr. A. Longfield, "The 
Heavens Are Telling," by Haydn, and 
in this beautiful composition the mellow 
harmony of the splendid instrument was 
heard at its best. Mr. Calvert sang in 
clear tenor voice Mendelssohn's "If Ali 
Your Hearts," and Mr- Longlicld gave 
another line number, rendering Batiste's 
"Tho Pilgrim's Song of Hope," in fine 
manner. Mr. Jesse Long-field was then 
heard in a violin solo, playing Schubert's 
"Serenade" in a manner which left lit- 
tle room for criticism. The organ was 
then hoard again. .Mr. 'A. Longlicld play- 
ins Dr. Spark's "Jerusalem the Golden,"' 
"which well known tune was much en- 
joyed by his auditors.^ Mrs. W. K. 
Staneland contributed" a soprano solo, 
Hamilton Cray's "Glory to Coil," in line 
voice, nnd after an organ solo, "Chorus 
in I)." hy H. Jeffreys, played by Mr. 
Jesse Longfield, tho prayers were said, 
and then Archdeacon Scriven. followd 
iiy the ofhci officiating ministers, pass- 
ed in procession from the church, and not 
until they had left did the large congre- 
gation rise from their pews. 

The dedicatory services of Inst night 
marked another step in the progress of 
St. Saviour's church, which m ,» 
years has grown from a congregation 
Of five worshippers, who gathered in a 
mission house on the Esquimnit road, to 
a congregation which vies in number 
•with any of the other district church -s. 
The church lias a good choir, ami wli-:; 
it was decided to have a pipe organ t,> 
replace tho smaller instrument which 
formerly led the winging, little time 
elapsed before the order had gone for- 
ward and the organ was being built by 
Alfred Pease, the famous organ build- 
er of the Stoke Xewington Organ 
Works, England. In due courRe the 
congregation were advised of the com- 
pletion of their fine instrument, nnd 
that it had been shipped to Victoria on 
the British ship UoM Hock. The K 
Itoek is a slow sailer, and when the days 
began to pass after old salts had said 
that the ship was due, the congregation 
became apprehensive, but "All things 
come to him who waits," and the Bed 
Bock was reported inbound. Then there 
was joy in St. Saviour's church. 

The fall description appeared, accom- 
panied hy an illustration of the organ, 
in yesterday's Colonist.

CODLIN MOTH. 



Doing Great Damage In Orchards of Wash- 
ington State. 

The Importance of spraying fruit trees 
Is shown very forcibly In the case of the 
Walla Walla valley In Washington, where 
the codlln niotli has practically wiped out 
the apple crop and threatens to permanent- 
ly Injure the Industry. The following ap- 
pears In the Spokesman-Review as special 
correspondence: 

Walla Walla, Wash.. Oct. 7.— Unless 
farmers spray, the apple Industry of the 
Walla Walla valley Is ruined forever. The 
farmers never have sprayed and are not 
spraying now. Consequently the outlook 
Is gloomy unless there Is a revolution In 
their methods. Such Is the startling state- 
ment given out by the leading fruit men 
of tills section, who base It on the condi- 
tions of the present year. 

It Is the codlln moth that lias worked al! 
this devastation. It Is the codlln moth 
that cut down the apple crop of the 
Milton country three-quarters or more this 
full; that rendered unmarketable two out 
of every three apples raised around Walla 
Walla, and that Is leaving traces of havoc 
even In the foothills and along tho upper 
portions of the Walla Walla river, where 
the pest was never known before. To pro- 
cure even a showing of apples for the 
Walla Walla fruit fair nearly all put on ex- 
hibit were hunted up privately by the man- 
agement when exhibitors all over had failed 

to appear. The codlln moth, was rest sl-

How the Stronghold Appears 
Thirty Years After Franco- 
Prussian War.

.'Metz stands on the Moselle, which 
Hows through it in several arms, being 
joined at the lower end of the town by 
the Seille. The Romans called it Divo- 
durum, and from the liftli century it be- 
gan to he called Mettis. Through treach- 
ery the French took it in 1552, and held 
it until, in 1871, it became German on 
the conclusion of peace. It lias always 
been strongly fortified, and is now (since 
the dismantlement of Luxemburg) the 
first fortress in Europe, if not of the 
world. By capitulation only was it taken 
on October 27, 1S70. If at first it does 
not appear strong, the illusion is swiftly 
dispelled. The Moselle not only supplies 
it with water, but it protects it by wind- 
ing around it. There are two lines of 
eircuinvallation, and other works of de- 
fence, of which more anon. The railway 
is so arranged us to encircle it almost, 
but pierces the walls only al one point; 
no passenger enters without being mark- 
ed hy the military olllcers who receive 
every train. But chief of ail, perhaps, 
is the girdle of forts around the town 
of about 15 miles in circumference, chief 
among which again is Fort ,St. Quentin, 
west of Metz, frowning nt. nnd com- 
manding the whole town to the east, nnd 
the whole of the country to the west 
and southwest. These forts nre on the 
heights all around at a distance of one, 
two or four miles from the Cathedral, 
nnd are so placed as to be able to concen- 
trate a cross-lire at any given point of 
the circiimvallatiou. Met/, is justly re- 
garded as impregnable; it was so when 
the Kronen surrendered, driven to that 
mortifying course by mismanagement 
which' led to hunger nnd dire suffering. 
It is 35 miles east of Nancy across the 
French border (which is only about three 
to live miles from Met/.l, 08 miles north- 
east of Strnsburg, the capital of Alsace, 
the other French province added lifter 
the war of 1S70-71, and -11 miles south- 
east of Luxemburg, the capital of the in- 
dependent Duchy of that name. It is a 
fair country around the Moselle and its 
tributaries, a land seen from the hills 
which surround it, especially to the cast 
and north, to be a fair and fruitful one. 
a judgment found fully confirmed by the 
fruits to be seen in the market on an 
autumn morning. As one moves about 
in th" country around Metz not only is 
this impression well sustained, but tlie 
industrious character of the people is 
also discovered very clearly. 

And today? Metz is first of all a fort- 
ress, and then a place of residence for 
about (10,000 people, in addition to whom 
there are about 30. tint) soldiers in the 
garrison and in training. Two things 
strike one in Metz after passing the 
walls: the Cathedral, towering above all 
other buildings, and the number of sol- 
diers in the street, every inferior salut- 
ing the superior officer. So much salut- 
ing goes on as to make it appear quite 
comic; but one day, in passing a com- 
pany of olllcers, quite another seuti- 
ment filled one in witnessing these salu- 
tations— there was Count van Hacseler, 
the commandant of Metz, whose influ- 
ence is so great that the burgomaster is 
nowhere. Every third person, includ- 
ing women and children, is a soldier, so 
that the town lias an appearance in the 
streets of being tilled to the extent of 
one-half with soldiers. Barracks abound 
and the platze are taken up with com- 
panies of youngsters amid the military 
going through their exercises. It was 
October as I mouched around, and by 
every train for days came tlie recruits, 
young fellows of IS or 19 drawn for 
their military training, and in four days 
1 witnessed no less than 13,DUU arrivals 
from different parts of the country for 
that training. Much may be said 
against the compulsory soldiering ram- 
pant in Germany, but it must bo && 
mined that the smartness of a trained 
man contrasts very favorably with tlie 
.silliness and bullishness of the recruit 
seen to enter Metz for training. The 
men are hard worked at these barracks 
at .Metz, and I know not whether they 
would shout now as Archibald Forbes 
says German prisoners at -Metz did 
when Von Goebeu led the troops in after 
tlii' capitulation in 1S70, and on his 
shouting to ask them .what they would 
like to have, shouted: 'Habcn Sic etwas 
Wurst; but they are now, of course, ii. 
line working condition, all of them. 

The stranger soon finds that suspicion 
is rife nt Metz. lie cannot fail to ob- 
serve the care taken to admit a railway 
within the walls at one place only. At 
the station olllcers inspect, not unplea- 
sant'.y, every arrival. Of course, the 
guest has to give his name and address, 
etc.. at the hotel. But everywhere the 
military are uppermost. Not a perfor- 
mance is given ut the theatre without 
acquainting the Commandant; and there 
are olllcers ever on the lookout for sus- 
picious individuals. Tho writer must 
lie felicitated on his having been taken 
for such a character. Having gone upon 
the inner wall on the eastern side of the 
city, not far from the German Door, 
he had scarcely descended to the street 
and was making for the .Ma/.ellen Thor, 
when he was overtaken hy a young lieu- 
tenant who made him go with him to 
a Waeht-haus close by, and there to re- 
main until he could bring an Oberst to 
examine his papers. The Oberst arrived, 
and was soon satisfied that I was not 
von Frnnkreicti, as the corporal ami 
his guard taunted me, while the lieuten- 
ant sought a superior ollleor, and saW 
ns he smiled good-hunioredly to his sub- 
ordinate, "Es ist ein Englander," add- 
ing, to me, that all was right, but no 
stranger might go on tho walls in Metz. 
However, I had seen the space between 
the two lines of eircuinvallation, "the 
arrangements for converting it into a 
moat, the bastions on the outer side or 
the inner wall commanding an enemy 
at the outer wall across the tnoat. But 
this precaution seemed quite a super- 
lluons preparation, ns one swept the 
horizon nnd marked the fortresses 
around the city like so many watchdogs. 
The cross-fire from those forts would 
lie terrific, and it is inconceivable that 
an attacking force could reach the outer 
wall. In 1S70 the Germans throughout 
wore careful not to come within reach 
of the guns from tlie fortress, nnd now 
the armaments nre incomparably strong- 
er, fine German Commissariat is credit- 
ed, also, with a more thorough victual- 
ling of the city, so that the valorous 
defence shall not bo mnde naught by an 
empty cupboard, ns was the case with 
the French in 1S70. The suspicion, tho 
close supervision, though unobstrusive, 
to which all travellers nre subjected, 
does not, however, seem altogether un- 
called [for. Apart from the fact that 
large numbers of French-bred citizens 
are still in Metz, one is assured nnd can 
well believe this from personal observa- 
tion, that many Froncli spies nre prowl. 



derlnnd, also, is so near that it Is com- 
paratively easy to pass from one coun- 
try to another. In addition, the temper 
of tho people cannot well be ascertained 
with certainty. The Germans believe 
that progress has been made in recon- 
ciliation to German institutions; schools 
are German, merchants visiting Metz 
are German, tho staples of agricultural 
industries around Metz go German- 
wards more largely than ever; but vigil- 
ance is not relaxed.

IX BRITAIN AND CANADA. 

Styles of Parliamentary Speakings In 
the Two Countries Compared. 

From the "Westminster. 

A certain style of public speaking in 
Great Britain is culled the House of 
Commons, or parliamentary style. It 
is more easily recognized than defined. 
The speaker wdio adopts and practises 
that style seems to aim at addressing 
two or three hundred men in much the 
same way as he would address one 
man. The parliamentary is the anti- 
podes of Glastone's style. It is as much 
unlike Burke's ns it is possible for it to 
be. The Karl of Chlltluilll would prob- 
ably not have recognized it as a stylo 
of any kind. But there it is, and since 
Gladstone— the last of the great orators 
of the old school— went 'out of the Com- 
mons s'-urcely any other style is heard 
nt Westminster. The modern up-to-date 
member converses in a low and gener- 
ally indistinct lone. He slums unything 
bordering on oratory as he would shun 
rattlesnakes or prohibition. To display 
feeling is to display bad form. More 
than a languid interest in any question 
is evidence of tinderbreeding. Earnest- 
ness is the unpardonable sin in a par- 
liamentary speech. Of course there are 
exceptions. The I Ionic Huh' men, Tie- 
ing mostly Irishmen are, mostly, na- 
tural orators and speak well, as Irish- 
men nearly always do. Any member is 
likely to forget the restrictions of -the 
new style when he gets angry. Even 
Mr. Balfour forgets occasionally. The 
rule, however, seems to bo that any 
member who is anybody in particular, 
must talk in a low conversational fone 
ami be scrupulously careful to avoid 
anything that savors of oratory or the 
elocution master. Tlie surest way to 
show contempt for the elocution master 
is to mutter so that no one a few- 
feet away can bear what is said, ami 
this sure method is too often adopted. 
When i.Mr. Blake entered the Houso'of 
Commons he was severely criticized for 
the attention he gave to elocution. His 
fine articulation was considered bad 
form. 

The parliamentary style does not com- 
mend itself to good speakers. Spurgeon 
onco told his students that if capital 
punishment should he abolished in Eng- 
land he would suggest as a substitute 
that tho culprit he compelled to. listen 
to debates in the English parliament. 
The great London preacher had no re- 
spect for the modern parliamentary 
style, and perhaps no high-class ora- 
tor like him ever had. The - fact is, 
there are fashions in public speaking as 
in clothing, and the fashionable thing 
now is the parliamentary style. It is 
easy to say that some men do not speak 
in that way in parliamentary circles. 
Certainly not. Some men did not wear 
small toed boots a few years ago, but 
all the same small toes were the fashion 
and many people did wear that kind of 
toot-gea r. 

It may be admitted flint tho easy eon- 
versatio lal style of speaking is very 
effectivf. w.hen adopted by certain kind's 
of men with certain kinds of audiences 
Given a rew select hearers and a great 
speaker vvno can handle his subject with 
ease, auH tile colloquial style is certainly 
the right one. It is seen at its best in 
the Privy Council, where great lawyers 
talk across the railing to live or*. six 
Law lords. Declamutory or rotundo 
speech there would he an outrage on 
all the proprieties. But though there 
are eireiunstaiiees in which this mode of 
public address is proper and most ef- 
fective it can never be effective with 
large audiences— never while men are 
created as they now are created. The 
average man likes to be aroused— likes to 
feel there is a man speaking to him who 
can rouse him. To address masses of 
men in such u way as to indicate that 
you do not care whether they under- 
stand you or even hour you is to insult 
them and the insult will most certainly 
he resented. llijjli class parliamentar- 
ians usually leave the fashionable style 
at Westminster when they go into the 
country. If they did nut they never 
could make the impression some of them 

I think there is much more speech- 
makiug in Canada than in Britain. "\Ve 
have about one-eighth the population, 
and yet we have more talk. Why 
should we have'.' Perhaps because our 
institutions are more in the hands of tho 
people; possibly because we imitate more 
the talking power of our neighbors 
across the line than we imitate the na- 
tural reticence of English and .Scots- 
nun. Speeches six or eight hours long 
would no more be tolerated in the Eng- 
lish House of Commons than a Bus- 
sian Army would be tolerated at the 
horse guards. That annual exhibition of 
mingled hate, exaggeration and verbos- 
ity, called by courtesy in Canada a de- 
hate on the reply to the speech from 
the throne would be ended in the British 
House of Commons by the closure In 
two days, but sometimes it lasts in Can- 
ada for two weeks. The English par- 
liamentary style has its defects, but it 
is perfection compared with two weeks 
of abuse in which member after mem- 
ber speaks on each side in the fashion of 
the old debating clubs. John Bull has 
no use for that kind of parliamentary 
exercise. Ho would say "gentlemen, if 
you want to rehash your campaign 
speeches, or make political capital or 
attack men outside, go outside and do 
it at your own expense." 

As a matter of fact the great political 
speeches are usually in ado in England 
directly to the people, not to parliament. 
One of the parties wishes to make a 
pronouncement on some question, or lay 
down a line of policy or something of 
that kind. A meeting is .held, or n din- 
ner given, usually in n provincial town 
or city. A leading member of the party 
goes down nnd makes a great speech, 
which everybody reads next morning. 
The public then know what the party 
wants the public to know nnd the party- 
pays for letting them know. In Wash- 
ington and Canada the party always 
makes the country pay. 

Wily should we not have a distinctly 
Canadian style of public speaking about 
midway between the declamatory style 
of our neighbors and the colloquial 
stylo now so fashionable in England'.' 
Our census is disappointing, but smal- 
ler states than ours have influenced the 
literature and oratory of tho world. We 
may not aim at. doing that but why 
should wo not have a good distinctive 
style with individuality enough to make 
it known as 01111111111111? We never can 
ihnvo a good style unless we speak less, 
read more, think more nnd take more 
pains in preparing our speeches. This 
country is fast running to mouth. Lot 
us have fewer meetings nnd better ones, 
fewer speeches' and better ones, and let 
ns learn to distinguish between tho man 
who is always itching to say something 
nnd the man' who has something good to

Klip! Klop! It is the first shot of the 
day. 

Klip! Klop! Klip! Klop! '-Cot 
down off the skyline, you damned idiot!" 
shouted the subaltern iu charge of the 
outnost. 

(But the damned idiot was too late. 
Moving about in tho uncertain light of 
dawn, he had attracted the attention 
of a sniper on an adjacent kopje. An 
explosive Indict came along, and when 
the sergeant turned his man over he 
noticed that the hack of his 'head was 
blo wn out. 

" The swine," muttered the ser- 
geant, "they're using soft-nosed bullets." 

The Yeomanry clatter along past the 
field hospital, past the guns, past the 
supports to the guns, and past tlie ad- 
vance guard, and then, spreading out in 
a long broken line, move slowly and 
cautiously over tho rolling bosom "of tho 
veldt. From the convoy .they look like 
ants. 

And then the sun swings up, blood- 
red and warm. A quarter of an hour 
ago the ragged brigade was shivering to 
death. The icy-cold barrel bit the 
private's hand, and made him long to be 
sunning himself in a suburb of Hades. 
Now the sun beats down hot and resist- 
less on the burning veldt, nnd in the 
nearest -wagon two (bullocks drop. That 
moans extra pressure and increased tor- 
ture for the diminished spun. The poor 
.brutes strain at the yoke, ami trail on 
through the sweltering heal.

Then the gun gives a grunt, jumps 
back and runs forward again as if to 
get a good view of tho work. There is 
a cloud of dust this time. The shell has 
cleared the crest of the kopje. 

" Try three thousand." 

Then there is another bang, and right 
on the summit of the kopje a cloud of 
dust spurts up into tho air. Outside the 
cloud of dust two o' - three horsemen 
can he scon racing for cover. 

iBang! It is shrapnel on this occasion, 
and just where the last shell (bursts, 
li lit >- spurts of dust rise up. From that 
IMiint the held gun sweeps tlie whole 
crest of the kopje. 

Klip! Klop! Klip! Klop! The fir- 
ing has 'become pretty general all round 
the convoy. Over on the right flank a 
little white flag is in a lit of hysterics. 
The staff signulh r trains his glasses on 
the Hag and watches it for a few mo- 
ments. Dropping them, lie turns to the 
stall' ofBcer and jerks out the state- 
ment that a gun is required imme- 
diately on the right flank. 

Tss, tss, itss, goes the gun-harness 
again as a 15-pouader Wheels off to the 
right with its grinning gunners hanging 
011 for dear life. Thou out of the cloud 
of dust following in the wake of the 
lo-pounder, you notice the gun swing 
round .and unlimber and start to make 
a Untie Hell of its own. 

In front of the gun are the flankers 
lying low ibehind a small knoll. In front 
of tho flankers rise up tho spurts and 
jets where .the Mauser shower of lead 
is biting the veldt. Beyond this and 
over the donga and beyond the stretch 
of grassy veldt rises n kopje rugged nnd 
precipitous. There is not 11 sign of any 
living thing on it. Hut the l.">-pounilc'r 
is vomiting shrapnel nil over its side and 
ferreting every boulder from base to 
crest. .Now and then you see little 
things like ants swarming over the 
iboulders. The gunners train their 
weapon on the ants, .hut Ibv the time tile 
lit l ie white Heecy cloud unfolds where 
the shell .burst the figures have disap- 
peared, and away on the other extremity 
of the kopje comes the Klip! Klop! 
Klip! Klop! from-other rifles. 

The guns .if the advance guard have 
failed to clear their kopje so far. They 
have .battered anil thumped it for half 
an hour. The order comes 'for the con- 
voy to close up and take cover. Then 
there is a running fire of bullock whips 
right down the long .sinuous .lino of 
wagons. Veiling, shouting, cursing and 
Hogging for all they are worth, the black 
imps of drivers crowd their wagons to- 
gether on the side of a gentle slope until 
liho place looks like the hill on Derby 
Day.

Then 
a brilliant idea strikes the Yeomanry 
officer. He waits until the rear-gtiard 
gets we!! over the crest of the next 
kopje. A hundred yards down the slope 
on the far side he hurriedly dismounts 
his .moil. He turns the company Maxim 
011 the crest just vacated, ami orders the 
men in charge to sit tight and wait. 
Then the enemy come swarming up on 
tho ridge, expecting to find the little 
ragged yellow men well down in the 
hollow. So soon as ithey appear a ripple 
of death passes right along the line of 
horsemen, which regularly staggers the 
enemy.

THE BREEDING OF OYSTERS. 

O. S. Commissioner Getting Tolnters In 
Canada— Artificial Propogatlon. 

Dr. F. H. Moore, of the United States 
Fishery commission, who liny been devot- 
ing himself to Investigations Into oyster 
fisheries nnd the best means of promoting 
their successful growth, is now In Canada 
for the purpose of acquiring all the Infor- 
mation he can about the oyster beds and 
oyster fisheries of the Dominion. Ho was 
specially anxious to have the assistance of 
Sir. Kemp, the oyster expert of the Cana- 
dian Marine department. In order to as- 
certain the most favorable conditions which 
exist In our waters for the propagation 
of the oysters. Dr. Moore has been en- 
gaged with Mr. Kemp In taking tempera- 
ture observations and testing the salinity 
of the water In various localities of Trlneo 
Edward Island. He has also been experi- 
menting with the "spatting" of the Can- 
adian oysters, as the United States Fish; 
commission Intend making an nttempt to 
breed oysterH by artificial means on the- 
Pacific .coast. Attempts, hitherto, both 
by Camilla nnd the United States have not 
been a success. Dr. Moore has been aston- 
ished at the high average temperature of 
the Canadian oyster beds, his observations' 
showing that the temperature ranged from- 
RU to (if) degrees.

.RIG SCORES POIt CANADA. 

Farm Stock Prom the Dominion Beats 
U. S. Best Heads. 

Prom Mail-Empire. 

At the Glasgow exhibition the dis- 
plays made by Canada have been a 
revelation to Great Britain. Few people 
there were aware that as much indus- 
trial progress had been made by this 
country as was evidenced by the manu- 
factures shown by Canadians. It had 
been popularly supposed that we were 
an agricultural people, whose only trade 
consisted in the produce of the farm and 
of the forest. That error has been pretty 
thoroughly dissipated, and Canada lias 
taken rank as one of the important 
manufacturing nations of the world. But 
still more significant is the success we 
have achieved in another line nearer 
In. me, at the Pan-American exposition, 
in the face of the strongest competition 
thai this continent can offer. We have 
demonstrated at Buffalo that in live 
stock, and their produce, wo lead th* 
western world. With a herd about one- 
tenth the size of that of the UnitCM 
.States, 'Canadians have won $3,111 in 
prizes, as against .?3,S13 awarded to 
Americans. In three Jireeds we have 
completely captured the field. Our 
Shorthorns won prizes to the extent 
of $1,001. whereas those- of the Republic 
secured only !?-HS. Our Ayrshires car- 
ried off $-130, as against. $130 won by 
those of the Putted States. Our French- 
Cana.lians, a valuable breed of cattle 
which is peculiarly Quebec's, having 
been brought from obi Prance two or 
three centuries ago to stock the new 
world, were successful to the extent 
of $-102, while Americans won $130. Be- 
sides this, Canadians won sweepstakes 
against all comers in Shorthorns, Ayr- 
shires, rierefords, Ilolsteins, Guernseys 
and French-Canadians. With such stock 
we are naturally able to take the lead 
in dairy produce. Canadian cheese, 
manufactured in the province of On- 
tario, carried off the only gold medal, 
Cms establishing for itself the preiAier 
position among all cheese coining from 
this continent. In this, department mi' 
exhibits were better in, the aggregate 
than those of any state or country in 
'America, and each individual cheese 
was superior to all rivals. In the butter 
tests, not yet completed, Canada is lead- 
ing, though by a comparatively narrow' 
margin. Fifty animals, '2~> supplied by 
Canada, and 2fi supplied iby the United 
States, are yielding cream, which is be- 
ing manufactured daily at the exposition 
into butter. Up to the 24th of Septem- 
ber the net profit on the 'butter from 
the Canadian group was $829, while the 
profit from the American group was 
$754. The test will not ibe completed for 
a month yet, so that although we lead 
at present, the outcome still admits of 
doubt. Our sheep have done even bet- 
ter than our cattle. The judges have 
awarded them $1,258 in prizes, as 
against $1,321 won by American ex- 
hibits. When it is remembered that our 
flocks are outnumbered to the extent of 
IT to one by the American slice]), it must 
bo realized that this is an eminently 
satisfactory showing. The Canadian 
hog may ibe pardoned for a grunt of 
satisfaction at the outcome of his visit 
to 'Buffalo. The York, the typical Cana- 
dian .bacon hog, won $137 in prizes, as 
against $18 awarded to its American 
cousin. We divided honors with the 
United States in another bacon breed — 
the Tamworths — and even put up a 
splendid fight against the Berkshire — the 
typical hog of the United .States — 'by 
winning one-half as many prizes ns the 
Republic, although we made only one- 
tenth ns many entries. On tho whole, 
therefore. Canada has had a signal suc- 
cess in the matter of live stock r.t the 
all-Americnn competition. But we could 
not show tho host results without hav- 
ing the best country ill which to accom- 
plish them. Our neighbors to the south 
have abundant enterprise, skill, and 
capital, which they are zealously devot- 
ing to meeting tho competition of Cana- 
dian live stock. We may. congratulate 
ourselves upon our success, but tffo 
secret of it all is that Canada is tho 
bettor half of the continent of North 
'America, has a better soil, and 'belter 
(dement than nny other part of the con- 
tinent. "We hnvo only to press the but- 
ton and nature does the rest.
